In two weeks Michigan troops again 
will be on the march for the state en- 
campment at Grayling, where for 20 
‘days or more they will undergo annu- 


al intensive training. 


War department orders received re- 


cently by Major-General Guy M. Wil- 
son, commandor of the thirty-second 
division, starr officers and regimental 
commanders, direct that the camp 
shall open August 7.. From that day 
until the entire Michigan National 
Guard is under canvas on the shores 
of Lake Margrethe, approximately 
1,000 men.a day will detrain at the 
Grayling military siding. It is esti- 
mated more than 5,000 will be muster- 
ed. 


Genera] Staff Personnel 


Major-General Wilson will com- 
mand the camp,. On the general staff 
are Colonel Jobn Bersey, adjutant 
general; Lieutenant-Colonel . LeRoy 
Pearson, chief of staff; Lieutenant- 
Colonel Samuel D, Pepper, judge ad- 
vocate; Lieutenant-Colonel Glenn  B. 
Arnold, chief signal officer; Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel James. Sinke, 
officer; Lieutenant-Colonel John H. 
Steck, plans and training officer, and

. Troops have been preparing for the 
event with more than usual activity. 
Recruiting is on in all army stations 
throughout the state and nearly all 
Detroit units are up to full strength. 

The .182nd field “artillery, under 
Colonel Heinrich A. Pickert, this year 
will undertake one of the most ambi- 
tious projects in the history of the 
Michigan National Guard. Under 
full equipment and at full strength. 
the “million dollar” artillery will 
march from Detroit to Grayling. a dis- 
tance of approximately 200 miles. 

The train of the unit will be mor: 
than a mile in length and will com- 
prise four batteries of .155 millimete 
howitzers and a headquarters battery. 
The big guns will be hauled the dis- 
tance by tractors, while other rolling 
equipment of the regiment. incfxdes 
trucks, observation cars, automobiles 
and motorcycles. The entire outfit is 
motorized, 

The two Michigan infantries are 
veteran war units of the thirty-second 
division.
